Mine sweepers, submarine easers 
and trawlers removed 50,000~mines 
planted in an era of 250 square 
miles of the North Sea.

UP TO COMMISSION

OKLAHOMA CITY. Okla.,

A boundary commission 
em­ 
powered to settle the long-standing 
dispute between Texas and Oklaho­ 
ma as to the southern boundary of 


the latter state 1b advocated by At 
torney General S. P. Freeling, of 
Oklahoma, in an original 
bill 
of 
complaint recently filed with the 
supreme court of the United States. 
Title to about 400 acres of the 
Red River bed lands is Involved in 
the dispute in whish Texas has tak-i 
en the stand that Red River as it! 
stands today constitutes the south-' 
em boundary of Oklahoma. The lat-i 
ter state has long contended that j 
the southern bank of the 
Prairie 
Dog Town Fork of the river as i t 1 
existed in 1819 marks the southern, 
extremity 
of 
Oklahoma’s jurisdic-1 
tion. 
It is Attorney General Freeling’s. 
contention, as outlined in his bill,! 
that the boundary established be-1 
tween Spanish and American terri­ 
tory in the treaty of 1819 remains 
the dividing line between Oklahoma 
and Texas where Red River forms 
the line. 
The commission suggested j 
by Freeling was originally proposed 
in this treaty but it was never ap­ 
pointed. 
Attorney General 
Freel­ 
ing’s bill further 
recites 
that 
a 
treaty of March 12, 1828, between 
the United States of America and 
the United Mexican states, of which 
Texas was then a part, ratified the 
original boundary survey and that 
this was accepted by the republic of 
Texas when it severed connections 
with the Mexican states. 
It is further recalled, in support 
of this contention, that the act of 
Congress creating the state of Ok­ 
lahoma recognized the former boun­ 
daries of Oklahoma ana Indian ter­ 
ritories under the treaty of 1828.

!K>wer of fifty tons of cargo. 
This is sixty percent of her 
total 
“lifting” power. 82 tons. The air­ 
ship’s 
weight, 
thirtv-two 
tons, 
is 
reckoned as “dead liftage”. 
The sale is attributed to demands 
for economy that have been made 
on the British air ministry. 
Con­ 
struction of the R-38 was begun 
last year at Inchinnan, on the Clyde, 
where the R-34 
was built. 
Her 
cruising endurance will 
be 
forty­ 
five miles per hour for nearly nine 
days. 
In length she is 
695 
feet, 
twenty-five feet longer 
than 
the 
R-31, and her girth is eighty-seven
